That the ſaid Lord Chief Juſtice, to the-great diſcouragement of his Maje- 
ſties Loyal Proteſtant Subje&s, to the manifeſt Incouragenientof the Roman 
Catholick Subje&s, when Information hath been duly. and- legally: given to 
him of the aboad, or perſon of a Popiſh Prieſt or Jeſuit, and a Warrant de- 
fired from him to take or ſearch for ſuch Prieſts or Jeſuits ; he. hath in a 
{lighting and ſcornful' manner refuſed* the ſame; and bid the Informer -go to 
Sir Williaze Waller, who bufied himſelf in ſuch matters mainly. 


That at the Tryal of Xox and Zane, - at the Barr of the Kirgs-Bench-
